The city’s transportation depart 
ment recommends widening the 
Walterdale Bridge. A consultant 
hired by Oxford Developments 
says that only a new bridge pass- 
ing through the river valley will 
do. 

The aim? To get people down- 
town. The rationale? One reason 
that Edmonton's centre seems 
dormant is that it’s too hard for 
people on the south side to head 
north. 

Dr. Karen Tomic isn’t so sure 
The professor, from the Earth and 
Atmospheric Science Department 
at University of Alberta, says that 
both models make “the underly- 
ing assumption that the only rea- 
son people aren't going down- 
town is that it’s not accessible by 
car. I'd say that we'd certainly 
want to question that assump- 
tion.” 

If a paucity of bridges is keeping 
people on the south side from 
downtown, why aren’t people 
from the north side flocking into 
the city centre? Tomic says that 
bridges may be a red herring. “If 
you look at any of the U.S. mod- 
els, the access to downtown is 
usually fairly good but people 
don’t want to spend time down- 
town. 

“This is certainly not a problem 
that’s unique to Edmonton. 
Downtown areas in Canada and 
even more so in the United States 
have experienced an ongoing 
decline in people wanting to go 
downtown far recreation, enter- 
tainment, shopping.” 

Tomic contends that the roots of 
the problem are deep. “If you look 
at the underlying structural fac- 
tors that have led up to that, 
they’re pretty complex and they 
go back a long period of time. [...] 
It’s more of an issue of where peo- 
ple live and where they want to 
spend their recreation time. 
People tend to work long hours. 
They come home, they usually 
want to spend time closer to 
where they live. That's why you 
find these power centers. Land is 
cheap out there, you can build 
big.”

For th, 
past two weeks, Edmonton’s 69) 
firefighters have been under a 
cloud of suspicion following the 
announcement by the Emergency 
Medical Services workers’ CUPE 
local that it will launch a human 
rights complaint over alleged sey. 
ual harassment in city firehalls 
which the paramedics and fire- 
fighters share. The tense situation 
reached the breaking point late 
last week when CUPE announced 
its members will refuse to enter 
firehalls after alleging one crew 
was warned by an angry firefight: 
er that female paramedics risked 
getting gang-raped in retaliation 
for the complaint. 

"While city officials are continu- 
ing to investigate the alleged 
threat, Block said the union did its 
own inquiry and concluded that 
the allegation has no basis in fact 
whatsoever. On Monday the fire- 
fighters’ union announced that it 
will sue CUPE for defamation 

Block accused CUPE of sand- 
bagging him by not fully explain- 
ing what they intended to do 
Prior to the first press conference 
announcing the human rights 
complaint, Block said he had been 
assured that CUPE’s only target 
was management, for failing to 
provide women’s washrooms in 
some firehalls and for not tightet 
ing up rules in relation to accom 
modating women in halls. 

“I haven't heard from them 
since but now things have escalal- 
ed to this ridiculous gang-rape 
accusation.” 

But Tim Martin, vice president 
of the CUPE local representing, 
paramedics, said the problem lies 
with the macho culture in city 
firehalls. The union’s dispute, he 
maintains, is with city manag® 
ment for failing to address the 
overall culture.

Hopes rise for 
heart patient 


After months of pleading, cajol 
ing and fighting with Capital 
Health Region authorities, Mae 
Bernard could finally get the heart 
surgery she’s been waiting for 
since 1999 

SEE readers were first intro- 
duced to Bernard last January. She 
had suffered a massive heart 
attack 15 months earlier and was 
told she needed a full valve 
replacement. At the time, howe, 
er, she was classed “non-urgent,” 
meaning more severe cases were 
given priority. As long as her con- 
dition could be controlled with a 
battery of drugs, she remained at 
the bottom of the pecking order 
Problem is, the 56-year-old is 
scraping by on a disability pen- 
sion and her prescriptions cost in 
the neighbourhood of $1,500 per 
month. 

In December, 2000, Bernard was 
finally put on the waiting list, but 
was quickly taken off again after

she developed a severe lung infec- 
tion that led to pneumonia. She 
was told she had to get over the 
chronic infection before anyone 
would risk putting her back on 
the list. The longer she waits, the 
more money she needs for heart 
medication. Last week she told 
SEE Magazine that she is out of 
cash and credit and can’t buy any 
more. Meanwhile, her lung infec- 
tion persists and because she’s on 
a pension, doesn’t qualify for wel- 
fare and health subsidies available 
through that ‘am.

Editor, SEE: 

The 2001 government budget is 
the largest in Alberta’s history. It 
totals $21.6 billion, up 22 per cent 
from the $17.7 billion budget for 
2000. 

The budget added much-need- 
ed funding to education boards 
and health authorities to improve 
their frontline delivery of services. 
However, Albertans should be 
aware of a new approach by gov- 
ernment in the education budget. 
The budget specifically allocates a 
six per cent increase (over two 
years) for teachers’ salaries. By 
separating the increase in educa- 
tion funding from the salary nego- 
tiation dollars, the government 
has publicly entered into the con- 
tract negotiations as a third party. 
By specifically identifying the dol- 
lars that go to contract negotia- 
tions, the government is forcing 
any resulting repercussions back 
on the school boards. School 
boards have no revenue control, 
so their only alternative is to take 
what additional dollars may be 
needed from the educational bud- 
get. 

This year’s budget also provides 
for a large block of infrastructure 
renewal as a result of the avail-/ 
ability of funds. Times of rapid 
growth often result in significant-

According to a book called 
Biological Exuberance, not only do 
birds and bees do it, but they do it 
in a variety of ways, many of 
which seem to have very little to 
do with reproduction.

And how cool 
is this: Some male dolphins can 
stimulate their partner's genitals 
through pulsed sound waves. 
Don’t ask me how they figured 
that one out, but even humans 
can’t do that 

And apparently, some dolphins 


even stick their penis in their part- 


ner’s blowhole. Just goes to show 
you that boys are the same, what- 
ever the species; find a hole, stick 
if in. 

Zoologists, too, seemed 
obsessed with sticking it in when 
it comes to studying animal sex. 
“If there’s no penetration, they 
don’t consider it sex,” says 
Bagemihl over the phone from his 
home in Seattle. Try telling that to 
most birds. “Most people don’t 
know this, but only about five per 
cent of male birds have penises,” 
says Bagemihl. “Male and female 
birds have almost identical male 
and female genital openings.” 
Match ‘em up, transfer some 
sperm and off you go. No muss,

no fuss and no penetration. 

And sometimes it’s not just 
penises doing the penetration. 
There are examples of female 
Bonobos who engage in clitoral 
penetration between females. I am 
sooo jealous — I don’t know any 
women who've got this trick 
down — but Bagemihl assures me 
that pretty much any sexual or 
courtship behaviour found in 
humans can be found in the ani- 
mal world. 

“Genital stimulation, oral sex, 
foreplay, rape, divorce, adoption, 
infidelity, monogamy, non- 
monogamy, co-parenting between 
animals of the same sex: It all 
exists in the animal kingdom,” he 
says. And what, exactly, would 
cause animals to divorce? I ask. 
Money problems?! “If the couple 
is unable to produce offspring, 
they might split,” Bagemihl 
explains. “But it could just be 
because they are incompatible.” 

But, as Bagemihl points out,

“Most animals do not form pair 
bonds,” he says, “so monogamy is 
not an issue. Most mammal 
species are polygamous or 
promiscuous. Both males and 
females mate with multiple part- 
ners.
